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BUCK DEER DRESSING FOR! 
MATING SEASON 


Mr. Buck Deer has begun to 
dress up for the mating season. 

His antlers are now about fully 
developed, in the velvet and hard. 
Soon they will begin to shed the 
velvet as the skin dies, and Mr. 
Buck will be busy rubbing 
against trees during the next few 
weeks to give his antlers the high 
polish hunters see during the 
hunting season. 

In the majority of cases, the 
buck deer’s antlers are hardened 
by the first part of September 
and have lost their velvet by the 
end of September, although a 
few may go through change more 
slowly than do the most. 

One theory regarding the shed- 
ding of the velvet skin from the 
antlers is that the rubbing pro- 
cess in which the deer engages 
is induced by an itching which 
occurs as the skin dies. The 
rubbing is believed to help speed 
the shedding and at the same 
time “dress up” the antlers which 
give the buck added magnific- 
ence at the time he is interested 
in attracting the favorable atten- 
tion of the female member's of the 
herd.

. . Chimes and Cariilons 

Chimes are producéd on eight or 
ten bells usually with a range of 
only one octave that play only on 
the full notes. Carilions are played 
over two to four_or five octaves 
ascending the scale with sharps and 
flats by half tone notes. Twenty- 
three or more bells make a carillon. 
Few carillons in this country have 
more than 36 bells. The essential 
difference between chimes and car- 
illons is the number of betls and the 
tonal range.
